His Identity. 


SAN FKAKCIHCO, June 23.—The su- 


premo court, among othor things, has 
decided the identity of that mysterious 
military personage, Colonel Miwuma, ao 
frequently referred to by newspapers in 
connection with the state le»ii«laturc 
and other proceedings. 
The supreme court has granted a new 


trial in the case of Etta Stokes of Ar- 
rnona, Kings county, who was convicted 
of grand larceny. ' The new trial was 
granted for the solo reason that the jury 
which convicted Stokes was allowed to 
read newspapers containing the follow- 
ing: " It ia currently reported upon the 
streets that the jury will fail to bring in 
a verdict and that two men will hang 
the jury. It is also believed that the 
whereabouts of the two men are known, 
and 
that Colonel 
Mazuma is also 


known." 
With reference to this last named per- 


son the learned Judge says: "It ap- 
pears tbat the term 'Colonel Maauma 
not only does not indicate some gentle- 
man with military title, but it does not 
even refer to a person at all. we fail to 
find the term mentioned by our lexicog- 
raphers, but understand it to bo a mod- 
ern provincialism probably emanating 
from the daily press, and used when re- 
ferring to the corrupt application of 
money in the accomplishment of certain 
ends.
